CANADIAN CANAL TOLLS, 


Scope and Purpose of the President's Re- 
taliatory Message. 

DULUTH, Minn., June 29.—President Harri- 
son’s message to Congress urging retaliation 
on Canadian vessels until such time as the 
discrimination against American interests 
shall cease, followed by Senator Davis’ bill 
to give effect to retaliation, has caused con- 
siderabie commotion at the head of Lake Su- 
perior, where business will be most affected 
by prohibitory canal tolls on Canadian vesgels 
passing through the United States Canal and 
Locks at Sault Ste. Marie. S. A. Thompson, 
Secretary of the Duluth Chamber of Com- 
merce, who had much to do with the framing 
of Senator Davis’ bill, said: 

„One thing I wish the vessel interests es- 
pecially to understand is that the funda- 
mental object in the preparation of this bill 


was not to saddle a load of tolls and re- 
strictions on the vessel business at the Sault 
Canal, in addition tothose now in existence 
atthe Welland Canal. The intention was to 
frame a measure, the obvious effect of which 
would beso unendurableto Canadian inter- 
ests that they would never allow it to go into 
effectatall. Whenthe statement appeared 
the papers that the President was about to 
send a message to Congress advising retal- 
lation, as une of the officials of the State De- 
eo expressed it, it was not half an 
our untü the Hritish Minister was down to 
see Mr. Blaine, sefit by an urgent telegram 
from Lord Stanley, asking him to find out 
what the Yankees wanted and promising 
that members of the Canadian Cabinet would 
negotiate in regard to the matter.’ They 
came and their negotiations apparentiy 
amounted to nothing, for they have gone 
away and the President's message has been 
sent id.

HIS ADDRESS OUTLINED THE PURPOSES 
OF THE PARTY. 


The Great Concert Hail Filled With Ear n- 
est Men and Women—Felicitous Words 
of Welcome by Rev. F. B. Lockwood— 
The Committees Appointed—Musio, 
Harmony and Enthusiasm the Feat- 
ures. 


CINCINNATI, O., June 29.—The Music Hall of 
the Queen City has been the scene of many a 
notable gathering that has left its impress 
upon the history of the State and of the 
country, but never has it held a more de- 
termined, earnest and enthusiastic meeting 
of men and women than that which assem- 
bled under its big dome this morning. The 
local committee haa done its work well. 
Bunting entwined and looped in graceful 
folds ran from pillarto pillar between the 
balcony and the roof, crossing the interven - 
ing spaces in picturesque arches. Each one 
of the pillars, both of the ground floor and 
above, bore a large painted fac-simile of the 
coat of arms of the various States and 
Territories, supported on the right and left 
by the stars and stripes. Over the 
Stage exquisitely painted on a single can- 
vas surrounded by bunting and American 
Aa gs of large dimensions were portraits of 
such well-known leaders ofthe movement, 
including Neal Dow, Frances Willard, Gen 
Fisk, A. B. Leonard, John Finch, ex-Gov. 
St. John and John Black. These were 
flanked on each side by portraits of Wash- 
ington and Lincoln while from the canvas 
extends to within a few. feet of the stage an 
immense counterpart of the stars and stripes 
with an inscription indicating that it was a 
history flag made by devout 
we G Fe Ge women of Woodbury, 
N. J., and had been unfurled for st. 
John in 1881, floated for Fisk in 1886, 
was suspended over the platform at In- 
dGianapolis in 1888 and would wave for the 
nominee of the convention. But what at- 
tracts the greatest amount of attention on 
the part of both delegates and visitors were 
the score or more of mottoes that incased in 
red, white and blue bunting ran around the 
ralling of.the balcony, making the entire cir- 
cuit ofthe hall, some of these printed in big 
letters on white muslin so that they might be 
seen from the most distant seats up by the 
roof and to the point. 

Frances Willard, Stevens, Black, St. John, 
Stewart and others of the old leaders as they 
appeared were recognized one by one. By 
10 o’clock every delegation was in its place 
and with their banners. 

The first cheering greeted the Massachu- 
setts delegation, which carried open light 
gray parasols and singinga campaign tune. 
It was 10:30 when the proceedings opened by 
the playing of the hymn ‘‘America’’ on the 
immense organ, aided by a bugle band on the 
Stage. The audience rose and joined in. At 
this time the body of the hall was filled and 
the galleries were about balf occupied. 

Chirman Dickie of the National Committee 
then called the convention to order and in- 
troduced Dr. J. G. Evans of Hedding College. 
III., who formally opened the convention 
with prayer in the course of which he en- 
treated that rum be driven from the country 
and the saloon cease to exist. 

A number of belated delegates sought seats 
after prayer and the Silver Lake Quartette of 
New York State rendered a temperance selec- 
tlou, while order was again being restored. 
They received an encore. 

The Rev. Dr. Lockwood of Cincinnati then, 
in behalf of the city and of the State of Ohio, 
welcomed the delegates.

John W. Foster Named as Secre- 
tary of State.

The Man Who Forced Blaine to Leave 
the Cabinet. 


HARRISON’S LAST VICIOUS STAB AT THE 
PLUMED ENIGHT. 


Prompt Confirmation by the Republican 
Senate Follows— History of the New 
Premier—His Services to the Admin- 
istration Recognized — Retrenchment 
the Order in the House—Oongressional 
— Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 29. — John W. 
Foster was to-day nominated and confirmed 
as Secretary of State to succeed James G. 
Blaine, resigned. Personsin official circles 
affect to believe that the appointment isa 
proper one and should occasion 
no surprise, as the recipient 
ofthe Maine man’s mantle falls upon one 
thoroughly familiar with diplomatic usage 
and work. Buttotheclose observer it looks 
more like emphasizing the President’s hatred 
of James G. Blaine. 

Following the ill-advised reference of 
National Committeeman Kerens of Missouri 
to the strong Blaine coloring in the sub- com- 
mittee of that body, Mr. Foster’s appoint- 
ment is taken as another slap at Blaine and 
his friends. Diplomatist Foster is the man 
who, according to the story current here, 
affronted Secretary of State. Blaine in 
the Canadian Commission . conference 
by stating that Secretary Blaine, in his pre- 
sentation of the case, dic not represent the 
President’s views. Twice—according to 
the story—Mr. Foster, who was pres- 
ent at the conference, interposed this re- 
mark and followed the second by an 
attempt to himself explain the President’s 
views when Secretary Blaine adjourned the 
conference hastily and a little later for- 
warded his resignation to the President. The 
story was denied in a general way,but neither 
Mr. Blaine, Mr. Foster nor the President has 
specifically denied the various allegations. 

John Watson Foster was born in Pike 
County, Ind., March 2, 1836, He was gradu- 
ated at the Indiana State University in 1855, 
and after one year at Harvard Law School, 
was admitted tothe bar and began practice 
at Evansville. He entered the national 
service in 1861 as Major of the 
Twenty-fifth Indiana Infantry. After 
the capture of Fort Donelson he was pro- 
moted to Lieutenant Colonel, and subse- 
quently was made Colonel of the Sixty-fifth 
Indiana Mounted Infantry. Later he was 
appointed Colonel of the One Hundred and 
Thirty-sixth Indiana Regiment. During his 
entire serwice he was connected with the 
Western armies of Grant and Sherman. 
He was commander of the advance brigade 
of cavalry in Burnside’s expedition to East 
Tennessee, and was the first to occupy Knox- 
ville in 1863. After the war he became editor 
of the Evansville Daily Journal and in 1869 
was appointed Postmaster of that city. He 
was sent as United States Minister to Mexico 
by President Grant in 1873 and reappointed by 
President Hayes in i880. In March of that 
year he was transferred to Russia and held 
that mission until November, 1881, when 
he resigned to attend to private business. On 
his return to this country Col. 
lished himself in practice in international 
cases in Washington, D. C., acting as coun- 
sel for foreign legations before courts of com- 
missions, in arbitrations, etc. Pres- 
ident Arthur appointed him Minister 
to Spain and he served from February, 1883, 
till March, 1885, when he resigned and re- 
turned to the United States, having negoti- 
ated an — commercial treaty with 
the government. This treaty 
elicited discussion, and was 
strongly in the Senate. 
That to confirm it 
and it was afterward withdrawn by Pres!i- 
dent Cleveland for reconsideration. Some 
weeks later Gen. Foster was instructed to re 
turn to Spain to reopen negotiations for a 
modified treaty. This mission, however 
was unsuccessful and Mr. Foster remained 
abroad but a few months. 

The President has signed the commission of 
John W. Foster as Secretary of State.

whose tarif laws are so framed as tostrike 
specially at the trade interests of Great 
Britain andthe British colonies. That this 
Congress sees the best method of securing 
this end bya system inthe mother country 
of tariff discriminating against the grain and 
other food productsof foreign nations and 
in favor of the import of such goods 
from the colonies and dependencies, 
and a similar discrimination by the 
colonies and dependencies in con- 
nection with tariff on other goods required 
to be imported by them. That this Congress 
favors such a movement believing that its 
enforcement would serve as a check upon 
the national selfishness which at the present 
time seems to inspire many nations 
in the ng of their tariff laws; 

lat its enforcement would 

proye a commercial counter irritant which 
would in a comparatively few years practic- 
ally force the great nations of the world into 
uch freer system of trade intercourse 
now exists between them. That 
congress has implicit confidence in 

reat Empire, on which the

The call for the Republican primaries and 
convention of the Tenth Congressional Dis- 
trict bas been filed with Recorder of Voters 
James L. Carlisle. The primaries are on July 
18 and the convention July 20 at Clayton. The 
representation, based on the Kimball vote of 
1888, is: St. Louis County, 80 votes; Franklin 
County, 22; Fifth Ward, 13; Seventh Ward,11; 
Ninth Ward,12; Eleventh Ward,9; Thirteenth 
Ward, 8, and Twenty-tbird Ward, 7. Richard 
Bartholdt, the President of fhe Schooi Board, 
is thought generally to have the nomina- 
tion in his grasp, but ex-Con- 
gressman W. M. Kinsey does not 
concede this, nor does J. V. Kiscaddon of 
Washington, the other candidate. ‘‘I think 
it will be a very tight fit when it comes to the 


convention, said Mr. Kinsey to-day 

‘*‘Will you and Mr. Kiscaddon hola the 
majority of votes?’ 

It seems that way to me. 
the counties can nominate.’’ 

Mr. Kinsey lives in the Thirteenth Ward. 
He refused to go any more fully into the de- 
talls ofthe campaign. One of his friends, 
however, who is making an energetic canvass 
for him, said to-day: ‘‘We think Mr. 
Bartholdt 1s reckoning without his host in 
counting on a nomination on the first ballot. 
Kinsey is very strongin St. Louts County. 
He beat Bartholdt twice, and there is no 
reason why he shouldn't ‘do it again.

He has declared in his speeches 
that the Tenth is a German-American 
district, and a German-American should 
haveit. There are many voters in the dis- 
trict who don’t like that sort of claim, and 
they will be represented by votesin the con- 
vention. Then Bartholdt claims the nomina- 
tion, too, on the ground that he has been ar- 
teritalongtime. Thatis generally a pretty 
good proof that the man is not the right one 
for the place. 


Champ Clark Is Sure. 


Col, Champ Clark of Pike County, who ex- 
pects to succeed Congressman Dick Norton, 
isinthe city to-day at the Laclede. Clark 
has been making an exceedingly active can- 


vass and is positive now that he will get the 
Democratic nominaton. The district is com- 
posed of Pike, Audrain, Lincoln, St. Charles, 
Ralis, Warren, Montgomery, Gasconade and 
Crawford Counties. The Democratic major- 
ity in the district is close to four thousand. 

Lofthe counties have held primaries, and 
the convention is to be held July 12 in Mont- 
gomery City. The vote of Crawford County, 
which is in dispute, will determine the race. 
Crawford has five votes and there are two 
deiegations, one supporting Clark and the 
other Norton, and both claim to be regular: 

Speaking of the situation Col. Clark said: 

I the Congressional Committee composed 
of Mr. Norton’s friends had fixed the basis of 
representation on the Cleveland vote in 1888 
there would be 72 votes inthe nominating 
convention, but instead of doing this that 
organization took the 90 returns and allow 
but 67 delegates. In this way 1 lost 4 and 
Norton but 1 vote. Of these 67 votes Ihave 
positively the 13 of Pike County; Rallis 7, 
Audrain 11 and Crawford 5, making 86 in all, 
anda majority of the ‘delegates chosen. 
Norton has carried Lincoln with its ten 
votes, St. Charles nine, Warren two and 
Montgomery eight or twenty-nine in all.

8 THE CORE OF SCHOOL ILLS, 

Itis with repugnance that public attention 
is again directed to scandal in which 
Prof. oN. Jupsow of the High School 
was involved through the Breedlove sui- 
cide, but the unjustifiable action of the 
School Board Teachers Committee with 
reference to the case compels the touching 
upon the loathsome subjectin defense of 
public interests. 

How futile is the hope that the schools 
can be relieved of the malign influence of 
a scandal as long as the cause of it is con- 
nected with them, and how sound is the 
platform of the Post-DIsPATOH that no in- 
dividual should be permitted to saddle 
either personal offenses or misfortunes 
upon the schools are demonstrated by the 
revival of this distasteful mess. In enter- 
ing into an unwarrantable agreement with 
Jupson, in excusing ‘his violation of it 
and in reinstating him after his dismissal, 
the committee has stultified itself and em- 
phasized the sacrifice of public to private 
interests in deference to personal influ- 
ences. The case undoubtedly calls for the 
corrective intervention of the board. 

But of deeper concern to the people than 
the particular instance is its proof of the 
general rule that the personal ‘‘pull’’ is 
all powerful in the public school manage- 
ment of thiscity. In determining matters 
of vital import the outside influences, per- 
sonal pulls, interests of individual con- 
tractors, teachers, officials and their 
friends overweigh considerations of the 
general good. School Directors apparently 
view school affairs not as a public trust to 
be faithfully discharged regardless of per- 
sonal consequences, but as a private snap 
to be manipulated for the promotion of 
personal ends. 

Until the school system is freed from 
this canker the efficiency of the schools 
will be injured and the school manage- 
ment will be disgraced and burdened by 
scandals and abuses. It is the core of 
corruption in the administration of all 
public business. 
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A POLITICAL SUICIDE 


It is an old and hackneyed saying that 
‘f‘whom the gods would destroy they first 
make mad. This proverb receives fresh 
illustration and confirmation from the 
course of the protectionist advocates who 
have, under the fostering influence of un- 
interrupted success, grown into mere 
servants of monopoly. Col. A. K. .Mo- 
CLURE, writing to the Philadelphia Times 
from Chicago, draws attention to this 
fact: 

I profoundly regret that the sincere 
friends of legitimate protection have been 
impotent in saving protection from the slimy 
fatal embrace of monopoly, just as conserva- 
tive men of both sections earnestly deplored 
the remorseless grasp of slavery for imperial 
power; but grinding, unreasoning monopoly 
has forced the.issue, and whether it shall be 
this year or later, I regard the death of pro- 
tection as now inevitable. And like slavery, 
it will be the colossal suicide of this genera- 
tion. 

The legitimate protection of HAMILTON 
and CLAY, designed to establish needed in- 
dustries in America by hastening the slow 
steps of natural development, is swallowed 
up in a monopoly more thorough, far- 
reaching and rapacious than any ever be- 
fore seen. Protection is no longer wanted 
as it is no longer needed. But encouraged 
by the ease with which they have got what 
they asked for the beneficiaries of protec- 
tive legislation have gone farther and are 
claiming the privilege of living forever on 
the bounty of the Government. The 10 
per cent protection considered by HAMIL- 
TON as more than enough to establish 
American industries was in pursuance of 
areally popular policy. It was designed 
to benefitall the people. But the privi- 
leges demanded by HARRISON and McKINn- 
LEY at the bidding of plutocracy are like 


terest ofaclass. A 60 per cent tariff is a 
‘*piveaway.’’ Had the men who have so 
long deluded the people been more mod- 
erate in their demands they might have 
enjoyed their law-made profits for a long 
time tocome. By their very extravagance 
they have awakened popular thought and 
}exposed their oon hypocrisy. They have 
invited their own destructien and the rev- 
enue tariff plank in the Democratic plat- 
form is notice that the people are now 
thoroughly aroused and will not stop short 
of the complete abolition of everything 
savoring of privilege. Plutocracy and mo- 
nopoly must go.

THE attack on Mr. GLADSTONE, it ap- 
pears, was not made because he was leader 
of the Liberal party, but because he rode 
ina carriage.

In America favored in- 
dividuals are enabled to exact tribute 
from the people by means of tariff laws. 


In England they are sheltered behind an 
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all special privileges demanded in the in- 
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uitous land which opp 
ulty is pre- 
sented in both countries, It differs only 
by reason of the different forms in which 
privilege makes its exactions. 


| Justice of a high r prevailed in the 
Firat District Police yesterday, 
where a dog was tried and triumphantly 
acquitted.

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He Is a Vote-Getter. 
From the New York WORLD, 

Mr. Bourke Cochran stated in his Chicago 
speech that Mr. Cleveland isa ‘‘man of the 
most extraordinary popularity on every day 
of the year except one, and that election 
day. This may do for an epigram, but it is 
not a fact. 

In 1882, when he made his first appearance 
as a candidate in State politics, Mr. Cleve- 
land received 685,818 votes and a plurality of 
192,854. This was then the largest Demo- 
cratic vote ever cast in the State. It was 
greater by 800 than the vote cast for Han- 
cock in 1880 and only 20,000 less than Garfield’s 
phenomenal vote. It was 13,000 larger than 
Mr. Tilden’s vote, and 95,000 larger than 
the vote for Grant In 1872. 

The following year, 1883, the Democratic 
vote was 108,000 smaller than Cleveland’s 
first vote, but in 1884, when Cleveland was 
candidate for President, his vote increased 
to 563,048, the largest vote then ever cast for 
any one in the State, and 62,000 more than 
Gov. Hfll’s vote in 1885. 

In 1886 the Democratic vote in New York 
was 95,000 under Mr. Cleveland’s of two years 
before, and in 1887 it was 94,000 less. 

In 1888 Mr. Cleveland was again the candi- 
date for President and received 635,757, while 
Gov. Hill’s was increased, accordingto his 
own statement, by the vote ofthe liquor in- 
terest to 610,464. New York County gave to

in 1884. 

In the country at large Mr. Cleveland re- 
ceived 4,911,017 votes in 1884, and a popular 
plurality of 62,683. In 1888 he received 5,538,- 
233, and a plurality of 98,017, With theexcep- 
tion of Delaware, Maine, South Carolina and 
Vermont Mr. Cleveland’s vote was larger in 
every State in 1888 than in 1884. 

These figures are very farfrom showing a 
falling off in popularity on election day.

A Few Facts. 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: ; 

The late star chamber proceeding of the 
School Board in dismissing the married 
teachers ig still the subject of public discus- 
sion and every one is applauding the PosT- 
DISPATCH for the stand it has taken. Some of 
the oldest and best teachers have been de- 
prived of the means ofa livelihood and pre- 


vented from following their profession to 
gratify the arbitrary notions ofa few mem- 
bers of the board. Three of the teachers 
dismissed have deen known to the 
literary people ot St. Louls for 
twenty years as women of rare intelligence 
and ability. Such women refiect credit on 
their profession and stamp their individual- 
ity on the children under their charge. 

Almost all the teachers dismissed are grad- 
uates of the High and Normal Schools, belong 
to old St. Louis families, and are the wives 
and daughters of our citizens. 

It is doubtfal whether the board has the 
power to dismiss these teachers simply be- 
cause they are married. Many question the 
right of the board to interfere with the per- 
sonal rights and privileges of its employes. 
When the Rhode Island Legislature, to please 
a few fanatics, passed a law prohibiting 
married women from working inthe mills, 
the mill owners carried the case into the 
courts, andthe law was declared unconstl- 
tutional, as an unwarranted interference 
with the rights of citizens. Suppose some 
dismissed teacher or some spunky married 
woman paying a school tax tests the case. 
The school Board may find itself without a 
legal leg to stand upon, and the defendant in 
twenty-eight damage suits. 

But there are a few facts not generally 
Known to the public. The married teachers 
were dismissed solely to make room for the 
newly fledged graduates, whose special 
champion is Chairman cEntire. Will he or 
any other member of the board explain how 
these graduates can not be rovided 
for? The city supportsthe Normal School, 
which was established to dE St. Louis 
with its teachers. But does it o! Teach- 
ers from Illinois, Iowa and every State in the 
Union are admittedon examinations, while 
Normal giris are begging and waiting for 
places. ‘ihe daughters of people who have 
never contributed one cent to the support of 
our schools are given places, while the 
Wives of our citizens are turned 
out and thelr daughters peg for positions. 
Then, too, girls who fail in the Normal take 
examinations—often easy ones—and are given 

itions over the heads of their more intel- 

nt mates who have won their diplomas. 
Thus the Normal graduates are pushed to the 
wall, not by the few married teachers, but 
7 the untrained influx from at home and 
abroad. Whenthe schools were in their in- 
fancy many able teachers came from the 
East, but we have had a home supply for 
years, and why should the wives and daugh- 
ters of our  citigens be thrust aside 
for the often untrained country school 
ma’am whose only — r is a term or two 
in an ungraded sch anda cert ficate from 
a ‘*slip-shod literary institute. The board 
and the Superintendents know these facts, 
but the latter are powerless and as long as 
this state of affairs prevails the normal gir!

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REAL ESTATE INTERESTS. 


An Active Market Supported by Heavy 
Purchases. 

Reference was made in these columns a few 
days since to the proposed construction of 
the largest and finest freight depot in the 
country, to be erected upon the site of tne old 
Union passenger depot, and the consequent 
demand for property from Seventh street 
out to Fourteenth, between Clark avenue 
and Market streets. At that time a good 
many options had been secured on property 
within those limits, and since the future in 
store for that district became publiciy 
known there are doubtless more than 
a few persons who regret that they 
have obligated themselves, The publication 
of the news, however, has had a tendency to 
put a check on the option business as several 
absolute sales have been made inthe dis- 
trict this week at greatly advanced 
prices, One of the recent transactions 
was the sale of Judge Shepard Barclay’s 
property on the west side of Ninth street be- 
tween Walnut street and Clark avenue at 
$450 a foot, and another was Edward Eutler’s 
purchase ofthe premises numbered 110 and 
112 South Tenth streetat $400afoot. Other 
sales. are also spoken of but the details 
are withheld by operators who are keeping 
their negotiations secret as possble. Prelim- 
maries are now under way for the purchase 
of the northwest corner of Eighth street and 
Clark avenue in the interest of a large manu- 
facturing concern that wants to occupy 
that site with a mammoth building. 
It is not definitely known whether the 
scramble that is now going on forall this 
property is in the interest of the rallroads, 
or whether it is for merchants and manufact- 
urers, but the fact nevertheless remains that 
it is in great demand and at prices that 
wouldhave astonished the owners six months 
ago. 

WASHINGTON AVENUE VALUES. 

The reported sale of the southeast corner of 
Washington avenue and Twenty-first street 
at $800 a foot indicates the constantly en- 
hancing value of property in that 
locality, as it was only last Janu- 
ary that Chas.

Leopold Bauers May Be Sued for Ruin- 
ine Nellis Hinthorne, 
HER MOTHER THINKS HE SHOULD PAY 
FOR HIS ALLEGED CRIME. 


It Is Doubtful Whether Any Oriminal 


Charge Can Be Preferred Against 
Bauers—The Girl Makes a Confession 
—He Owns Property and the Hin- 
thornes Rented From Him. ” 


Mrs. Henry Hinthorne of No. 5800 Athlane 
avenue, the mother of the 11-year-old girl, 
Nellie A. Hinthorne, who was arrested at 
Jefferson City yesterday with Leopold 
Bauers, an aged music teacher, who resides 
in St. Louis, was a caller at police head- 
quarters this morumsg.

THE MOTHER’S STATEMENT.

bim for ruining the girl and disgracing the 
whole family.

They were well known in the vicinity of 
Bellefontaine Cemetery, where her husband 
was employed, and would be terribly dis- 
graced 17 the affair.

CHOLERA EPIDEMIC, 


RUSSIA’S FAMINE STRICKEN PROVINCES AT THE 
PLAGUE’S MERCY. 

ST. PETERSRHURG, June 9.—It is reported 
that cholera has appeared at Tsaritztn, on 
the Valgo. If the report is true, the scourge 
is almost certain to ravage the famine-strick- 
en provinces. M. Fadajeff, Assistant Minis- 
ter of Communication, has been sent to 
Tsaritzin, and Col. Venderichs, who did ex- 
cellent service in restoring order on the Rus- 
Sian railway during the famine, has been 
dispatched to Tifils with full authority to 
adopt all measures to arrest the spread of 
cholera. A Teheran correspondent says that 
news from Meshed, capital of the province of 
Khorassan, is that there is a continued de- 
ereus in the number of deaths from cholera 
at that place. The average death rate in 
Meshed is now officially stated to be twenty- 
five daily. The previous official report placed 
the average number of deaths per day at 
eighty-five, this being a very large decrease 
from the number given in the preceding re- 
port. 

On June 26, thirty-fiVe more patients en- 
tered the hospital at Baku. Of these persons, 
Sighteen died and two recovered. There are 
eighty-four persons still affected with the 
disease. Six of those stricken with the 
malady died inthetown. At Kankha, north- 
west of Sarakhs, whefe the cholera first ap- 
peared from Persia, the epidemic is station- 
ary. 

Three cases have appeared at Shusha, near 
the Turkish frontier between Baku and Tiflis. 
Commenting on unnecessary and vague de- 
talls in the official reports the correspondent 
says: The public might well wisha more 
choice statement. So far reports make a 
total of 274 deaths out of 512 persons attacked 
over a wide area during the month of June. 
If the figures are reliable, they are not very 
alarming and the low mortality may be at- 


“tributed to the absence of large towns, ex- 


cept Baku, in the vast region affected. There 
bas not been a single case yet 
either in Batoum or Tiflis. There 
were no fresh cases throughout the 
Transcaspian region in four or five days pre- 
ceding last Sunday, when six were an- 
nounced. The strangest feature ofall is the 
fact that there has not been a single case in 
Bokura or in the dirty teeming capital, which 
is only two miles from a Russian railway 
station, where two soldiers died of the 
disease. This immunity is ascribed to the 
sanitary measures taken by the Ameer since 
December under Russian advice and super- 
vision. The Ameer, being anxious to pay a 
long projected visit to the Czar, was willing 
to adopt any measures suggested, and the 
Visit will probably occur shortly. The Rus- 
sians blame the Englisd in India as the indi- 
rect cause of the epidemic in permitting 
the disease to efter Russia. The 
Engiish are accused of omitting any 
wffectual pressure to induce the North- 
western frontier people, notably the 
Afghans, to adopt proper measures of isola- 
tion and sanitation. A gentleman from Cen- 
tral Asia, relates that the corpses of victims 
of the cholera are kept in some sort of quar- 
antine between Herat and the Persian 
frontier, and are then sent to be buried in 
the sacred precincts of Meshed, thus increas- 
ing the contagion, Russia’s own quarantine 
has failed to exclude the disease,

THE BORUP CASE. 


UNTENABLE GROUND {OF DEFENSE BY THE 
AMFRICAN. 

Paris, June 29.—The Figaro to-day says 
that if Capt. Borup, the recalled military 
attache of the American Legation, who is ac- 
cused of procuring plans of the French de- 
fenses for illegal purposes, acted in the in- 
terests of Germany and Italy, be abused 
French hospitality. If he acted solely on be- 
half of his own Government the Washington 
Cabinet will only be able to absolve him by 
invoking usage and precedence. This opinion 
isheld by the members of the diplomatic 
body. 

M. Naquet, the Poulangerist member of the 
Chamber of Deputies, who at first proposed 
to interpellate the Government in regard to 
the Borup affairfbut who subsequently, on 
the recall of Capt. Borup, decided to let the 
matter pass, told areporter to-day that he 
had intended to express in his speech to the 
Chamber France's strong friendship for the 
United States and declares that the Amerl- 


enunciated by Capt. Borup, that spying on 
the part of diplomats was proper when done 
for the benefit of their governments. This 
theory, M. Naquet says, he was determined 
to combat. Ihe view that Naquet takes of 
the matter, he says, is shared by the civil and 
military officials in Paris, though it is well 
known that itis not observed in the Euro- 
pean capitals by many military attaches. 


BRITISH BUDGET. 


GLADSTONE BEFORE THE MIDLOTHIANS— 
GOSSIP. 

Lowpon, June 29.—Mr. Gladstone started 
to-day forthe campaign in Midlothian. He 
looked hearty and vigorous and had evidently 
fully recovered from the shock caused by the 
assault upon him. The only sign of the blow 
which he received on Saturday was a shade 
over the affected eye. At Chester he was re- 
ceived with great enthusiasmand at every 
railway station along the route on his way to 
Scotland crowds thronged to show their 
esteem for the Liberal champion. In reply 
to the cheers of the people, Mr. Gladstone 
delivered brief and spirited addresses, in 
which he urged the importance of earnest 
and united action on the part of the people 
for the assertion of British rights and the 
redress of Ireland’s wrongs. 4 

Mrs. Anne Margarete Montague, who is 
serving a sentence for one year, for the man- 
slaughter of her infaat daughter, Mary Helen 
Montague, has been delivered of a son in 
prison. This makes eight sons, allof them 
living, born to the Honorable and Mrs. 
Montague. Their only daughter was the ift- 
tle one done to death by Mrs. Montague’s 
crueltyy Mrs. Montague has had nearly an 
average of one child a year since her mar- 
riage in 1880. The boys are all fine little fel- 
lows, but several of themalso have been 
most cruelly treated by the mother, who has 
the most severe ideas of parental discipline. 

The Parnellite Executive Committee of 
Great Britain, while regretting Mr. Glad- 
stone’s s reticence, has issued a formal address 
advising Irish electors to support Gladstonian 
candidates on the ground that Mr. Gladstone 
will then have no excuse to withhold the de- 
tails of his home rule scheme. [It is stated 
that the Executive Committee of the Par- 
nellites in Dublin will issue a similiar ad- 
dress. 

Mrs. Marion Humphries, wife ofthe Vicar 
of Warton, has deen sentenced to three 
months’ imprisonment with hard labor on 
the charge of brutal treatment of a servant 
in her service. It was alleged that Mrs. 
Humphries frequently stripped the servant 
naked and then lashed her victim witha 
whipstock until the servant’s body was cov- 
ered with welts and bruises. 

Bank of Ireland stock has suffered owing 
to fears of the enactment of a home rule 
measure, a further relapse of six points. 
Sellers to-day are offering the stock at £305. 
Irish rallway securities are also falling 
rapidly. 

A Paris correspondent says that the Pope’s 
encyclical will propose the canonization of 
Ohristopher Columbus on the ground that 
the discovery of America was a divine in- 
spiration, It is believed that Archbishop 
Ireland originated the suggestion.

GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


BOODLING IN THE NORTHWEST TERRITORY — 
BRIEF CABLEGRAMS. 


WINNIPEG, Manitoba, June 2.—Imme- 
diately upon the adjournment of Parliament 
rumors of boodling began to circulate. The 
announcement of the date of the Manitoba 
legisiative elections by. Premier Greenway 
was followed by the uncovering ofa political 
scandal which will result disastrously for the 
government. Hugh Ryan, who was éon- 
tractor for the building of the Red River 
Rallway by the government, which road was 
subsequently handed over to the Northern 
Pacific as an inducement to enter 
Manitoba, arrived here only a few 
days ago on mysterious business. 
Kyan finished his contract years ago and the 
contractor claimed the sum of $60,000 over 
whatthe Government would admit as just, 
and payment was absolutely refused by 
Premier Norquay unless judgment was ob- 
tained in court. The contractor did not sue 
for the obvious reason thatthe claim was 
not good. When Premier Greenway came 
into power in 1888 he took the same position 
as Norquay. Nowit is discovered that the 
claim has been paid during Ryan’s visit here.

CRIMSON VS. 


Harvard and Yale Will Struggle for 
Aquatic Honors Next Friday. 


HARVARD’S PRESENT CONDITION I- 
ENED 10 THAT OF YALE A YEAR AGO. 


Their Stroke Sa id to Be Impaired—Yale Is 
Confident of Victory—M’Cafferty Had 
a Partner in His Aloha Purchase—Han- 
dicaps for the Scottish Clans Sports— 
Sporting News. 


Wearers ofthe blue or crimson, and their 
number is legion, feel intensely wrought up 
just about this time over the outcome of the 
great annual inter-collegiate boat race which 
will be rowed next Friday at New London, 
Conn. Tale men count confidently on their 
crew retrieving last year’s defeat, 
while Harvard men are hoping that 
the wearers of the crimson will again carry 
their colors to victory. Rumors that come 
from the training headquarters of both 
crews onthe Thames haveitthat Yale has 
the better crew this year, that is as far as 
perfection of oarsmanship goes, but Har- 
vard's crew is an aggregation of physical 
giants, andiftheir oar work is commensur- 
ate with their physical condition another vic- 
tory for the crimson is inevitable. 

But right here comes in the hitch which 
has thrown an element of uncertainty into 
the great contest. The situation just now is 
this: Yale has a crew lighter than their ad- 
versaries, but perfectly drilled and 
filled with confidence of victory. 
Harvard has a big strong 
crew, physically capable of any possibie ex- 
ertion, rowing well, but suffering froma 
complete change in coaching methods, noe 
effect of which has been totake considerable 
snap out of the boys. The 
trouble with the crimson crew lies 
in the fact that they were coachedall winter, 
and whenthe crew arrivedat New London 
and Coach Keyes took charge all that had 
been done had to be undone. Another thing 
that militates against the crimson’s chances 
isthatthe crew have been experimenting 
with their stroke; The men are watched like 
thieves by their adversaries andthey were 
caught repeatedly spurting along at forty 
strokes to the minute and then 
sweeping along later at twenty-nine. 
Boating men are wondering what 
she is trying for Yale men are confident that 
this ‘‘monkeying’’ with the stroke will re- 
sult in nothing short of failure and 
are sure of victory for their well- 
seasoned eight. Other reports say that 
the identical .fault that militated against 
Yale last year is now observable in the Har- 
vard boat—that is a lack of harmony between 
No. 7 and No. 8. Keeton and Lyman can not 
swing together no matter how hard 
they try. Yale, on the -contrary, is 
pulling a perfect stroke while physically 
they are in perfect trim. Pob Cook’s deep 
and all pervading satisfaction is a good 
pointer in the outcome of the race.
